terence is made to the financial position of the 
Empire and the outlook for the coming year, 
We coofeds to what a distioguished Lord 
Chancellor used to calla sort of partiality for 
‘figures when they can be comprehended at a 
xlance, but in the case of Japan’s finances we 
have pondered and studied tso tables ‘and the 
urgaments submitted in proof of the accuracy of 
the results arcived at without being a penny the 
witer, In bas boenthe fashion in thepast to coi. 
tider the Chineso. purrle as the absolute limit 
of mental gymoastics, but we fearlessly assert: 
that the Chinare porte is a game for infants in 
-irms as compared with the labyrinthine mazes 
of Japan’s- financial condition. What maker 
the difficulty s0 great is the fact that no two 
papers agree as to the total oational debt, or 
the revenue derivable fram the: various taxes

‘The floancial burdes of the Japanese’ 
prcele per capita for the year 1909 ‘is reckoned 
y our vernacular.contemporary at 10°95 yon: 
under the heading of taxes and 45°36 yen under 
that of national debt. . Taking tho two amounts’ 
together, it will bo scen from the above figures: 
that the total burden of each individual, which 
wat 16.95 yen in 1899, rose to 60,02 yen in 1008;
